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“ABUSE AND CRITICISM. 


SECURE A HOME IN THE LAND OF LOWES

We boli to the largest possible 
liberity for the Press. Its right 
should be unquestioned to criticise, 
not only the atcious bat the mo 
tives which influence action, and 
to condemn in good, strong. vigo- 
rous English the coarse of an indi- 
vidual or corporation when their 
actions are inimical to the public 
welfare. But abuse is not criticism, 
or vituperation logic. It is always 
a sign of a weak case when a |iw- 
yer has ‘to resort to either. 
The author of the scurrilous work 
called “The original Mr. Jacobs” 
drags in, in one of the closing chap- 
ters, Mr. John D. Rockefeller and 
the standard Oil Co. In a late is- 
sue of the Sun Mr. Charles A. Da- 
na quaintly observes, in regard 
to such corporations : 

‘The fact is that the talk of the 
day upon the subject is mostly 
flapdoodle. But it is.a curious il- 
lustration of the Jack of ideas in 
the present state of the public 
mind, that nothing more substan- 
tial than such froth and foliy is 
served up by a great namber of the 

ublic journals.” 

Bat the fellow who compiled this 
work has not the literary ability 
to write inthe airy, jestiug way 
which Mr. Dana styles ‘‘flapdoo- 
die.” A scoffer of everything that 
gentlemen respect or reverence, it 
is on aline with his degraded cast 
of thought to say of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler : 

“Sure, he is a prominent mem- 
ber of the Baptist Charch, but ip 
the actual pursuits of ambition, of 
iuterest, of pleasure, and ev. in 
the common occupations and inter- 
course of ordinary life, Scriptural 
precepts appear 1n his case to be 
left for Sundays.” 

Theu follows a low diatribe as to 
the walk, looks and general appear- 
ance of Mr. Rockefeller, which are 
simply amass of uutrutlis. For it 
is a fact that the Messers. Rocke- 
eller are gentlemen Whos: 
ty ard uprightness of ciarater is 
not only unquestioned, but relied 
upon with absolute confidence by 
their business associates. They are 
also noted fur the tenacity aud 
strength of their friendships. 

If a hoodlum sboald stand on 
Broadway with a pail of mud and 
scatter it indiscriminately be 
would be hauled up before Judge 
Duffy, who would give bim a lec- 
ture and thirty days. Why, then, 
should a fellow of the same stamp 
be allowed to throw mud at reputa- 
ble citzens and their families? 

Perbaps, however, it is well to 
leave the Professor (as this author 
styles himself) to his own devices.
